NARRATIVE OF SPECIAL FUNDS DETAIL
AND TREASURY FUND/BANK ACCOUNTS

The MSBDC operates under an annual Cooperative Agreement with the U.S. Small Business Administration. This
agreement required a 1:1 match with 50% of the Match being Cash. Due to the last census, the MSBDC lost
approximately 4.5% of the SBA funding.

The MSBDC has a Small Business Jobs Act grant from SBA for 2012/2013. These funds are not associated with the
regular Cooperative Agreement and are short lived. This will give the MSBDC the opportunity to help small businesses
across the state with free technical training.

FEDERAL FUNDS

The University of Mississippi manages the MSBDC through the School of Business and contributes $20,000 cash
match to enhance the SBDC program.

The MSBDC in 2011 contracted with The Montgomery Institute to hold First STeps workshops for clients of the MS
Employment Security Commission who were interested in starting a small business. The MSBDC was reimbursed for
personnel reporting and also counselor travel. This contract ended March 31, 2011.
